MOTION FOR AN ORDER TO SHOW CAUSE 

Petitioner Rashid Awadh Rashid Al-Uwaidah ("Petitioner"), together with his Next 
Friend Thamir Al-Uwaidah, as co-Petitioner, by their counsel, request this Court to issue an 
order to show cause why a writ of habeas corpus should not be granted. In essence. Petitioner 
seeks a factual return. 

As set forth more fully in the accompanying memorandum of law. Petitioner's counsel 
are informed and believe that Respondents have detained Petitioner for approximately four years 
and have already evaluated his status. Respondents should need no more time to provide the 
factual basis for their decision to detain Petitioner. In 26 other Guantanamo detainee cases, nine 
Judges of this District have required Respondents to provide factual returns. In Al-Adahi v. Bush, 
No. 05-280 (Apr. 29, 2005), Al Joudi v. Bush, No. 05-301 (Apr. 29, 2005), and Alhami v. 
Bush, 05-359 (June 9, 2005), Your Honor conditioned the issuance of a stay on the 



' Petitioners' names were previously misspelled "Rashid Awad Al Aweda" and "Thamer Al 
Aweda," respectively, on Petitioner's original petition for writ of habeas corpus. Counsel for 
Petitioner have notified Respondents' counsel of the correct spelling and have filed a motion to 
modify caption and for leave to amend petition for writ of habeas corpus to reflect the correct 
English spellings of these names. 
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Respondents' providing a factual return within three months. Here, we respectfully request that 
a factual return be produced to us within 30 days so that we may be more informed in 
communicating with our client. 

Respondents have filed a motion to stay this litigation. Petitioner is agreeable to entry 
of a stay as long as certain conditions are imposed by the Court. Among other things, 
Respondents should be required to file and serve a factual return so Petitioner's counsel will be 
able to obtain information that will assist counsel's communications with Petitioner and so this 
case may proceed expeditiously if and when the stay is lifted. 

In accordance with LCvR 7(m), counsel for Petitioner discussed this motion with counsel 
for Respondents, and counsel for Respondents confirmed in a letter dated November 8, 2005 that 
Respondents object to the relief sought herein. 

For all the reasons stated above and in the accompanying memorandum of law. 
Petitioner's Motion for an Order to Show Cause should be granted.
